The men who 
own small farn:s and have them paia for, 
who came to town with their wagons for 
supplies on a credit a few weeks ago and 
tailed to get them at any price,can in a 
short time retura te towa and get them, 
and, instead of paying $1 5yv a bushel for 
coro on time as he would have had to 
have done, bad he obtained it then, can 
now géi it at $1 25 or less. Why ? be- 
cause the abominable homesieai law 
is in @ manner out of his way. 

Now the men who are in tavor of large 
homesteads will see at once the difference 
in Credits by getting a man’s property so 
it can be used. Give the people a home- 
stead of $500 and allow them to waive it 
if they wisn, and you will sce a prosper- 
ous people. If any man wishes more, if 
be has it be can easily make a deed to bis 
wife or children, The decision will 
greatly relieve the peopie and not make 
ihe large bomestead so objectionaie 
Thiok of our fellow men ail over 
Gevurgia being worth from $100 to $5,000 
withuut credit.

It does not indicate the re- 
lative strength of the hard and soft 
money men in the house, but it 
does ehow that it is very doubtful wheth- 
er any financial scheme can be devised 
that will command the undivided support 
of the democrats in congress. The Payne 
bill was the last. hope, and it has been 
ingloriously beaten, The house would 
doubless _pass a plain repeal of the re 
sumption act, but it would be defeated 
by democratic senators, and there eeems 
to be no alterfative but to go into the 
presidential caavass, like our opponents, 
on an equivocal platform as faras the 
finances are concerned. 

Both parties areseriously divided jon 
thecurrency question. It is not a ques- 
tion that involves principles; 1t is strict 
ly a question of policy—how and 
when _sirall we . resume? All 
agree that resumption must take place 
some time, but disagree as to the proper 
time and method. Some say we jshould 
have all greenbacks, and song; all na- 
tional bank notes. Some would hasten 
‘‘resumption” by a violent course of cone 
traction; others, more wise, would leave 
the matter to the laws of trade and the 
development of our resources. It is 
solely and simply a very important 
questicn of policy. Now on such a 
question, why should not the leaders of 
the two great parties work out a com- 
promise that will be acceptable to both 
sides and take the matter out of poli- 
tics? 

We are glad to know that an effort is 
being made to reach such a result, 
through a combination of the more rea- 
sonable elements of both parties. The lib- 
eral republicans of the houseare trying to 
devise a compromise that wih requite} 
neither the accumulation of specie, bor 
a contraction of the currency. [heir 
favorite plan includes the repeal of the 
weecsumption date, and the re-enactment 
of the law allowing the holders of 
United States notes, in sums of $50 or 
any multiple thereof, to fund them at 
their own option intoa gold bond bear 
ing interest at the rate of four per cent, 
aud payable after thirty or forty years 
All notes thus funded shall be canceled 
and destroyed, and shall never be rei sued. 
This plan looks to resumption through a 
contraction of the currency, but it would’ 
be a voluntary coutraction, not a forced 
and unreasonable one as at present. It 
matters litile whether we pay interest 
on bonds or lose interest on accumulat- 
ing gold. The new plan is not very in- 
viting nor very repulsive. It would not 
afford us much relief except in the re- 
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Tur copartnership heretofore existing be 
tween H. Franklin and Jos.

GEN. JOE JOHNSTON. 


Georgia’s great soldier was the subject 
of senatorial discussion in the forepart of 
this week. It came about inthis way. 
On motion of Mr. Edmunds the bill to 
relieve Samuel J. Gholson, of Missis- 
sippi, of political disabilities imposed by 
the fourteenth amendment of the consti- 
tution, was taken up. Mr. Cameron 
immediately moved to amend it 
by adding the nume of Joseph E 
Johnston, of Georgia. Mr. Edmunds 
demanded his reasons for the amend- 
ment, whereupon Mr. Cameron said: 
Because I believe that he is as mach 
entitled to a pardon as anybody else. He 
left the service of this country not in 
disgrace, but rather under circumstances 
favorabie to himself. Likeall the men 
who went into the rebel army, he fought 
against us with all his vigor, and did his 
duty there With great credit: to himself 
and perhaps injury to us; but not with, 
more injury than any other of the rebel 
officers did who were educated at West 
Point. I think he is as much entitled to 
relief as others. I have a personal 
knowledge of this getitieman. I hada 
good deal of intercourse with him at the 
beginning of the war, and I think that 
he was one of the best men who did 
leave the service, 


Mr Edmunds objected to the amend-}: 
ment because Gen. Jehnston had not in- 
dividually applied by petition for a par- 
don. Mr. Cameron was forced to admit 
that Gen. Johnston had not to his knowl- 
edge applied for a pardon; but 
ke insisted again that in every 
other respect Gen. Johnston was entitled 4 
to one.

The United States grand jury is engaging 
this weeek in :the examination of wituesses 
upon the charges made by prisoners and in the 
press against the conduct of the deputy mar- 
shais of the northern district of Georgia. | 

We donot know, of course, anything of the

SHALL IT BE A “SQUARE DEAL?’’ 


We learn that those who have appeared be 
fore the grand jury are not satisfied with the 
manner in which their examina 
tions are attempted to be conduct- 
ed by the district attorney. The belief is that 
he triesto make the witness coufine himself 
down to personel knowledge of the matters in- 
quired into. This may be strict law, or prac- 
tice, in such inquests, but itis not the eort of 
practice which will always elicit the 
trath. The grand jury evidently desires 
to heveall the information whick will guide 
them to prac: ical results and we are free w ssy 
that they will not reach any such. if nothing is 
to be allowed to go before them except the per- 
sonal, actual knowledge of witnesses 
who were not parties to the... trades, 
or the testimony of witnesses who are 
forced to stand mute upon matters which are 
ihe essence oi the inquiry but totell of which 
would subject them to immediate prosecution 
by the district attorney. Such a mode of pro- 
ure isnot a “square deal” in thisimportant 
inquiry and the pubiic will not receive it as be- 
ing such,
